on the second Saturday before March

tor by the Wisconsin legislature.

said, 
was 
brought to the Plankinton House in 
Milwaukee by Mr. Puelicher, cashier 
of the Marshall & Ilsley bank, and 
handed to M. J. Regan, who paid it 
out. 
The affair was witnessed by Wagner 
through a transom of an adjoining 
room, according to his testimony, the 
money handled being in two pack­ 
ages. 
Mr. Puelicher, who acted as Senator 
Stephenson’s banker in Milwaukee 
during the senatorial campaign, is 
now in Europe for the benefit of his 
health. 
The story is taken with much salt. 
The assemblymen involved declare it 
to be utterly false. 
On March 4 Stephenson had 63 
votes and the opposition 62, giving 
Stephenson a majority of one. 
Ram­ 
sey, Towne and Farrell, Democrats, 
stayed out of the chamber during the 
vote. 
Had they remained and voted as 
they had been doing before, for a 
Democrat, Stephenson would not have 
had a majority, for there would have 
been 
65 
opposition 
Votes to 
stop 
Stephenson’s election. 
Assemblyman Ramsey declared that 
when W agner swore before the sena­ 
torial investigation committee that he 
saw him in a room at the Plankinton 
House a few days before the election 
of United States Senator Stephenson 
he deliberately lied.

Washington, May 6 —The reading 
of the tariff bill for the adoption ol 
amendments, passed over when the 
measure was first read, was resumed 
having boon displaced since April 23 
by speeches of senators, who have 
discussed the tariff measure as a 
whole. 
On motion of Senator Aldrich the 
duty on blue vitriol or sulphate of coli 
per was reduced from one-half to one 
quarter of one cent per pound. 
Mr. Aldrich agreed that any amend 
jnent whether it had passed over oi 
not might be amended without the 
formality of a motion to reconsider. 
Mr. Culberson appealed to the chaii 
for a vote on all amendments rather 
than to have them adopted by a state 
ment of tho chair that without objee 
Hon they would be adopted. 
The proposed increase of the duty 
on celluloid to the Dingley rate of 65 
cents a pound and 25 per cent ad va­ 
lorem instead of 50 cents and 20 per 
cent, as fixed in the house bill, called 
out Democratic objection and there 
followed a long discussion on the 
lower level of Japanese labor, which 
produces most of the competition for 
the American celluloid, the higher 
duties being retained. 


Called Forth Criticism. 
Amendments on lead ore and lead 
products from which paint is manu­ 
factured called forth a storm of criti­ 
cism. 
Senator Bristow moved that 
the house provision of 2% cents per 
pound instead of 3% cents per pound 
on orange mineral as proposed by the 
committee, be retained in the bill, 
this being the first of the committee’s 
series of increases relating to lead 
that was reached. 
Mr. Bristow de­ 
clared that this rate meant an in­ 
crease on all the paint used by far­ 
mers and in that statement he was 
Joined by Mr. Nelson. 
Mr. Aldrich replied that the increase 
only made the duty the same as that 
provided in the Dingley law. 
Mr. Burkett said that such an ex­ 
planation was not satisfying to sena­ 
tors. “The Dingley law may have 
been all right for the day in which it 
was made,” he said, “but now we are 
making another bill, the reason for 
which is found in the changed condi­ 
tions. 
Hence I want to know more 
of the reasons for this change.” 
Mr. Aldrich replied that the duty 
amounted to about 75 or IOO per cent 
ad valorem and added that it had al­ 
ways been the policy of congress to 
protect the lead industry, which was 
the leading industry of some states.

Hamilton, former adjutant general of 
the state of Washington, was arrest­ 
ed at the instance of Governor Hay, 
charged with embezzlement and for­ 
gery. Hamilton is alleged to have 
stolen $50,000 from the state military 
fund. The warrant charges embezzle­ 
ment of $11,000. 
An 
investigation 
of 
Hamilton’s 
ledger showed that one regiment of 
the state militia had been supplied 
with 500,000 shells at a cost exceed­ 
ing $17,000. War department officials 
declare that no such purchases were 
made from the federal arsenals. The 
ammunition forgeries for 1907 and 
1908, so far as discovered, it is said, 
amount to $13,158.

HYPOTHETICAL DAY 


IN THE HAINS TRIAL 


Long Question Propounded to 


Alienists by Defense. 


Flushing, N. Y., May 6.—It was 
“hypothetical day” at the Hains trial. 
For nearly two hours the jury listen­ 
ed to the reading of the hypothetical 
question, containing more than 10,000 
words, as propounded by the defense 
upon which three alienists are to 
predicate their opinions of the mental 
condition of the defendant, Captain 
Peter C. Hains, Jr., when he s'hot and 
killed William E. Annis at the Bayside 
Yacht club. 
During the cross-examination of the 
first alienist, Dr. L. Samual Manson, 
forms of insanity ranging from ordi­ 
nary melancholia to the ravings of a 
hopeless lunatic were discussed. 
The 
jury and everyone but the witness at 
times appeared to be lost in the weird 
maze of psychical phenomena. 
In answer to the hypothetical ques­ 
tion which covered practically all the 
actions and speech of the defendant 
tending to show irrationality as put 
in evidence, Dr. Manson declared that 
Captain Hains was suffering from 
“impulsive insanity” at the time he 
killed Annis. 
He had been the vic­ 
tim of “manic depressive insanity,” 
the day on which his wife, Claudia, is 
alleged to have confessed to him of 
her relations with Annis, up to the 
time of the shooting. 
“Manic 
depressive insanity,” the 
alienist explained, “was a form of 
stuporous melancholia,” “subject to 
violent maniacal outbursts,” such as 
Captain Hains is alleged to have ex­ 
perienced when he shot Annis. 
The 
period of “impulsive insanity,” the 
witness said, lasted from the time the 
defendant first heard the name of An­ 
nis mentioned on the Bayside Yacht 
club float, until the last of the eight 
bullets had been discharged into the 
body of his victim. Then, according 
to the alienist, a relieving “quiescence 
of mind” from the “pent up fury” fol­ 
lowed, and the defendant lapsed into 
a state of “manic depressive insanity.” 
His mental condition had improved 
since that time, he 
added. 
Dr. Manson was still on the 
wit­ 
ness 
stand under cross-examination 
when court adjourned. He had par­ 
ried the district attorney’s searching 
questions in apparently learned man­ 
ner and the prosecutor was unable to 
discredit his direct opinion in any 
material particular. 


TORNADO DEVASTATES CITY 


Impossible to Confirm Reports of Ok­ 
lahoma Storm. 
Muskogee, Okla., May 6.—It is re­ 
ported here that a tornado has swept 
Carter county, Oklahoma, and that 
Ardmore, a town of 15,000, has been 
devastated. All wires in the vicinity 
are down and it is impossible to con­ 
firm the reports. Western Union Tele­ 
graph company advices tell of a se­ 
vere storm near Ardmore.

The attorney general produced in 
the court what he claimed to be the 
original manuscript of the combined 
oath and bylaws of the night riders. 
W itnesses for the state testified that 
the oath and bylaws to which they 
subscribed when joining the organiza­ 
tion were similar if not identical. One 
witness said that at a meeting the 
suggestion was made by Will Norman 
that J. T. Anderson, a prominent mer­ 
chant of Waverly, be induced to a t­ 
tend a meeting and then shot, his 
body being left in a conspicuous place 
w ith a note pinned on it, stating that 
the night riders had killed him. 
The 
idea, he said, was abandoned after 
some debate.
